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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendment raises new issue that require further consideration. Furthermore, Applicant's 
argument that Ohkube does not disclose the predetermined range or an absolute value of the curent value is within the predetermined 
range for a predetermined time as required by claims 1,4,8 and 1 1 . 

Examiner disagrees about that issue because the detected current integrateing means (80a of figure 1), current sensor (40 of figure 1) 
and a correcting means (80c of figure 1). The fully-charged state judging means detects whether a battery is fully charged. The detected 
current integrating means integrates the current values that are detected by a current sensor during a period from the instant a battery is 
fully charged to the instant it is fully charged thereafter. Durring a period from the instant a battery is fully charged previously to the instant 
it is fully charged this time, the battery is discharged and charged by the same amount of current. Therefore, an integrated value 
calculated by integrating the current values that are detected during the period from the instant a battery is fully charged previously to the 
instant it is fully charged this time contains offset values that are caused by the.current sensor (col. 3, lines 1-7, and lines 17-25). 
Therefore, the fully charged and discharged state with the period time predetermined range is continued for a predetermined time. Thus, 
Ohkubo et al disclse the predetermined range or an absolute value of the current value is within the predetermined range for a 
predetermined time as required by claims 1, 4, 8, and 11 .
